Scientists Divided On Smoking As Cancer Cause 


Normal Unemployment 


An all-time of 67.200.000 jobs in July, as re­ 
n te d by the Department of Commerce and 
he Department of Labor, was reached by the 
iddition of 700.000 students and summertime 
corkers in agriculture. The June figure had 
>ecn 66.500,000. 
Unemployment, on the other hand, had been 
.300 OOO in June and was whittled down in July 
o an even three million, also because of sum- 
nertime employment of persons previously list­ 
'd as unemployed. 
Unemployment is a more revealing statistic 
han employment At an even three' million in 
uly, it was higher than it had been at any 
ime since last February, when it was 3.100.000. 
Unemployment has been running through the 
irst seven months this year at an average of 
.800.000. higher than it had been since the 
innual average of 3.200.000 in 1956 Before 195«. 
inemployment reached the high averages of 
.100.000 in 1950 and 3.400.000 in 1949. In other 
ears. it has ranged from a low of only <00.000 
n 1944 to the all-time unemployment total of 
2.800.000 in 1933. 
The oddity of the unemployment statistic has 
icen its stability during a period when the 
abor force has increased from less than 50 
nillion to its present total of more than 70 
nillion. It appears that about three million peo­ 
ple always will be listed as unemployed in the 
United States, regardless of how many people 
ire looking for work and finding it.

This corres­ 
pondent wrote two weeks ago that 
the statistics with reference to to­ 
bacco and lung cancer "may real­ 
ly turn out some day to prove a 
cause-and-effect 
relationship 
but 
to date it is only fair to say that 
no such evidence has yet 
been 
produced.” 
M. R. Runyon, executive 
vice 
president of the American Cancer 
Society, sends me a letter under 
date of Aug. 9 in which he says 
that the case against cigarettes as 
an important cause of lung can­ 
cer rests upon a number of studies 
in the last 20 years which, when 
added together, form ‘‘a most con­ 
vincing chain of evidence.” 
He points to the report made by 
seven 
prominent 
scientists, 
de­ 
scribed as "an independent study 
group on smoking 
and 
health'’ 
sponsored by the American Can­ 
cer Society and other 
organiza­ 
tions. 
This group reviewed 
"all 
the 
evidence available" and, on June 
7. declared 
"The sum total of scientific evi­ 
dence establishes beyond reasona­ 
ble doubt that cigarette smoking 
is a causative factor in the rapid­ 
ly increasing incidence of human 
epidemoid carcinoma of the lung.” 


MR. RUNYON also quotes from 
the report of a scientific body 
in Great Britain which, on June 
29 last, said: 
“Evidence from many investi­ 
gations in different countries indi­ 
cates that a major part of the in­ 
crease <in lung cancer* is asso­ 
ciated with tobacco smoking, par­ 
ticularly in the form of cigarettes. 
In the opinion of the council, the 
most reasonable interpretation of 
this evidence is that the relation­ 
ship is one of direct cause and 
effect.” 
This writer did not in his recent 
dispatch, not does he now. dispute 
the 
right 
of various 
scientific 
groups to bring 
whatever 
facts 
they have gathered to the at­ 
tention of the public and of Con­ 
gress, together with any implica­ 
tions or interpretations the Ameri­ 
can 
Cancer 
Society 
or 
any­ 
body else may derive from the 
statistics or the studies. 
But it is also a significant fact 
that Dr. Kin G. MacDonald, direc­ 
tor of cancer research at the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California — 
who is not only chairman of the 
Committee on Cancer Research of 
the American Medical Association 
but is himself a director of the 
American Cancer Society — said 
to a congressional committee on 
July 25: 
"Although there is an apparent 
association 
between 
cigarette 
smoking and lung cancer, a review 
of the total evidence fails to es­ 


tablish a cause-and-effect relation­ 
ship. 


"IN SUMMARY, the total evi­ 
dence here reviewed fails to es­ 
tablish any sound basis on whicn a ] 
causative influence may 
be 
as­ 
signed to cigarette smoking in the 
production of cancer of the lung. 
"As in a majority 
of 
human , 
cancers, we have at hand an im- j 
posing list of 
predisposing 
fac- j 
tors, no one of which is of more ( 
than ephemeral status. 
"The total problem of cancer in 
homo sapiens from the standpoint 
of its basic cause remains as much 
as an impenetrable mystery as in 
the days of Aesculapius.” 
The surgeon general of the U.S. 
Public Health Service, Leroy E 
Burney, in a statement issued un 
July 12. does not go as far as the 
American Cancer Society’s study j 
group in claiming that the scientif­ 
ic evidence 
"establishes 
beyond! 
reasonable doubt that 
cigarette 
smoking is a causative factor" in 
lung cancer. 
Surgeon General Burney says: 
“ In the light of these studies, it 
is clear that there is an increasing 
and consistent body of evidence 
that excessive cigarette smoking 
is one of the causative factors in 
lung cancer.” 


T H E 
SURGEON 
GENERAL 
adds. 
"At the same time, it is clear 
that heavy and prolonged cigar- 
I ette smoking is 
not 
*he 
only 
cause of lung cancer. Lung cancer 
occurs among nonsmokers and the 
incidence of lung cancer among 
various population groups does not 
always coincide with the amount 
of cigarette smoking. 
"The precise nature of the fac­ 
tors in heavy and prolonged cigar- 
! ette smoking which can cause lung 
cancer is not known. 
The Public Health Service sup­ 
ports the recommendation of the 
study group that more research is ' 
needed to identify, isolate and try 
to eliminate the factors in exces- j 
sive cigarette smoking which can 
cause cancer. 
"The service also supports the 
recommendation 
that 
more 
re­ 
search is needed into the role cf 
air pollution and o t h e r factors ; 
which may also be causes of lung i 
cancer in man." 
There was a time when medical 
men throughout the country insist- * 
ed that the public should take its 
medical advice from them a n d 
not from public discussion of con­ 
troversial aspects of "cures" as 
well as alleged causes of various 
illnesses. 


TODAY, HOWEVER, mere sus­ 
picion and "guilt by association" 
through statistics are apparently 
considered sufficiently convincing 
j to arouse the public to change its 
habits of life. 
Just as it is important for all 
pertinent facts and statistics to be 
publicized, so it is also important 
for the 
dissenting view 
among 
I scientists and physicians 
to 
be 
presented to the same public. 
This writer happens 
never to 
have been a smoker but does not 
leel it incumbent upon him to help 
scare other people into changing 
their habits of life on the basis 
merely of "statistical association" 
or suspicion.

What Is A Lobby? 


By Raymond Molev 


In every session of Congress 
proposals are made to limit or 
prohibit certain kinds of lobbying 
But so far no one has found a way 
of effectively eliminating all bad 
lobbying 
without 
impairing 
the 
j rights of good lobbying. For good 
lobbying is simply a method by 
which the citizens of the nation 
may exercise their constitutional 
right of petition. 
Perhaps however, 
new condi­ 
tions will solve the problem by 
making direct lobbying by repre­ 
sentatives of private interests in 


j Washington less and less effective. 
There is every reason to believe 
that the most effective place to 
work for legislation is at the spot 
where lawmakers are made—that 
is the precincts and districts at 
; home. rather than at the place 
where laws are made. 


AN ESPECIALLY clumsy bill 
> sponsored by a "Special Commit­ 
tee to Investigate Political Activi­ 
ties, Lobbying and Campaign Con­ 
tributions." 
Sen McClellan was chairman of 
this committee. It submitted its 


j report rn May, together with a 
I drait bill, S. 2191. 
This 
bill 
would 
broaden 
the 
scope of control over lobbying by 
specifying two types of pressure; 
j first, the traditional method of ap­

congress: 
second, 
• "artificial stimulation of the pub­ 
lic intended to produce direct com­ 
munications with Congress. 
A "legislative agent," or lobby- 


j ist, is a person who "for any con­ 
sideration is employed or retained 
to influence legislation in person 
or through any other persons, by 
means of direct communication 
Such a person must register 
Thus, a person is a lobbyist who 
stimulates citizens, wherever they 
I may be. to write, telephone, tele­ 
graph or speak to a member of 
Congress. 
This definition is limited, how­ 
ever. For a lobbyist under such 
unlimited terms might be an edi­ 
torial writer in a remote town in 
California who might suggest that 
his readers write to Sen. KHowl­ 
and in behalf of a dam on Snake 
Oil Creek. 


THE BILL would 
require 
re­ 
ports to the comptroller general 
of lobbying activity only if the re­ 
quest to citizens to ccmmumcate 
with their congressmen is in writ­ 
ing and addressed or distributed 
to more than 1.000 Der sons, or if 
the person who 
stimulates 
the 
people to communicate with their 
representatives pays for their let­ 
ters, telegrams or what-not. 
This makes it clear that what is 
meant as lobbying is the mass let­ 
ter or telegram crusades in which 


inundations and 
merely inserts 
names of citizens. 
The really bad part of the bill. 
however, 
is a provision which 
would prohibit the stimulation of 
citizens to communicate w i t h 
Congress not necessarily by a di­ 
rect request but by implication. 
The definition of such stimulation 
is that it may be implicit as well 
as explicit. 
This would seem to 
apply 
to 
anyone who publishes a paid ad­ 
vertisement opposing or support­ 
ing some matter 
of 
legislation 
and which moves, by implication.

The fact is that lobbying, either

I Washington or by people stimulat­ 
ing letter-writing campaigns,

It is vastly more important to 
spend money and effort at home 
in opposing bad members of Con­ 
gress at the polls or in supporting 
good ones.

through their AFL-CIO COPE, op­ 
erate to get votes for or against 
members. 
Then, when they send somebody 
to Washington to talk about legis­ 
lation they get a very thoughtful 
hearing. For politicians in 
Con­ 
gress or elsewhere, are generally 
moved not by abstract arguments 
about legislation, but by how many 
votes the man who is arguing can 
produce. 
It is my considered opinion that 
about 85 per cent of the money 
that businesses and their trade or­ 
ganizations spend on Washington 
lobbies is wasted. In 
short,

ing. or chart or speech, however 
logical, can overcome the lack of 
activity at home.

Fulbright Blasts Dulles 
For Handling Of Nasser 


B v JA M E S MARLOW 
WASHINGTON ypu-Secretary of 
State Dulles will look like a boob 
if the verdict of history agrees 
with the one just rendered by Sen. 
Fulbright (D-Ark'. 


The senator blasted Dullcs-^n 
a speech prepared for the Senate 
today—for his handling of Egypt­ 
ian President Nasser, who retal­ 
iated by seizing the Suez Canal. 
The seizure of the canal led to 
last year’s Mideast war. 
There won t be a final verdift 
for years: 
until the documents 
showing Dulles’ policy on Egypt 
are finally opened to the public. 
But Fulbright has just examined 
many of those documerts. 
The weak spot in Fulbright's at­ 
tack is his failure to show a mo­ 
tive for what Dulles did other 
than the reasons given already by 


(the secretary' and the Eisenhower 
administration. 
And 
Fulbright 
won t accept those reasons. 


Fulbright 
was chairman of a 
Senate subcommittee which was 
created Jan 29 to study this coun­ 
try's whole Mideast policy since 
1945. It collapsed and died July 30 
without 
reaching conclusions or 
making a report. 
This wa<*pn>bably the real rea­ 
son 
for 
the 
committee's 
quick 
end: 
it was* made up of three 
Democrats and three Republicans 
and therefore would never reach 
agreement if it meant condemning 
Republican Dulles. 
Fulbright, as it turns out, was 
all for condemning. These were 
some of the reasons given for 
folding the committee: too many 
documents to study and too many 
secret documents which couldn’t 


be made public to back up con­ 
clusions 


This is the brief background. 


For years Egypt had wanted to 


build the A s w a n dam. which 
would take the country out of the 


Middle Ages by developing irriga­ 
tion and power for industry. The 
project was found to be sound 
Egypt said it would pay most of 
the cost but needed outside help 
Russia offered the help. So did 
the 
United 
States. 
It 
proposed 
giving Egypt 54 million dollars on 
Dec 
16. 1955. and atotal of 150 
million over IO years. 
On Ju ly 19. 1956. Dulles sudden­ 
ly canceled the American offer. 
He suggested Egypt couldn't af­ 
ford such a dam after tying up 
her resources for arms purchases. 
This apparently angered Nasser, 


who quickly seized the Suez Ca­ 
nal 
Within a few months this led to 
the Bntish-French-lsraeli invasion 
of Egypt, a temporary split be­ 
tween this country and 
Britain 
and France, and anger through­ 
out the Arab world 


The administration gave three 
reasons for withdrawing its help 
Egypt s 
neighbor 
on 
the 
Nde. 
where the dam would be built. 
hadnt 
agreed 
to 
the 
building: 
Egypt couldn’t afford the dam. 
and some members of Congress 
were opposed. 


Fulbright said none of these was 
a valid reason, that actually the 
administration had begun to re­ 
consider its offer a few weeks 
after it was made in late 1955 
Then what was Dulles’ motive* 
This is a prime question. And Ful­ 
bright hasn’t answered that Was 
it. perhaps, to force a showdown 
with 
Russia, 
which 
had 
volun­ 
teered to help Egypt build the 
dam* 
Fulbright said he couldn't be 
sure of the basis of the documents 
furnished 
by the State 
Depart­ 
ment. But he did say this country 


had no reason to believe Russia 
wouldn't make good 
‘The dam

But then Fulbright went on to 
picture Dulles as a bumbler who 
acted without realizing the good 
will this country would win in the 
Arab world H the dam were built 
or the harsh reaction in Egypt if 
the offer to help were withdrawn 


Fulbright blamed the withdraw­ 
al for Nasser's seizure of the ca­ 
nal. the invasion which followed 
and a big increase in Sos let iniiu-

After 
all the shark is the king of the 
sea, and he hates to stay around 
where he’s been humiliated.”
